August brings 
with it one of the 
grandest of tho meteoric showers 
of 
the 
year, the 
shower of the 
P ere­ 
seids. 
They are most plentiful in the 
morning hours, but many will be seen 
throughout 
the 
night. 
They 
come 
about this time of the month and last 
approximately 
a 
week. 
The 
name 
Pereseids 
is given 
to them because 
their radiant, or that point in the sky 
from which they all seem to come, is 
in the constellation Perseus. N atu ral­ 
ly there is no real physical connection 
between them and any of the stars of 
the group. 


Much misconception exists concern­ 
ing these meteors, 
and this probably 
c an be traced 
directly back 
to their 
popular name of ‘‘shooting s t a r s .” 
In 
reality they are not stars at all. 
A f­ 
ter the rapid passage of one of these 
across the sky not a single sta r will 
be found to be m issing. They are sim 
ply tiny particles 
of m atter, for

The death of Ray Chapman,

dians, came us a distinct shock to the 
sporting world in general. It was not 
known by

how seriously 
C hapm an 
was injured until 
it was 
announced that an operation would be 
necessary to save his life. 
The accident th a t caused Chapman 
to lose his life occurred in the fifth 
inning of the game on Monday be­ 
tween New York and Cleveland at 
the Polo Grounds. Carl Mays, 
New 
York pitcher, 
threw one 
of his fa ­ 
mous underhand curve*, 
and ( hap- 
m an in 
attem pting 
to dodge 
the 
ball, which was high, was struck on 
the head. 
Doctors 
were 
summoned 
from the stands 
to the 
aid of th* 
stricken player, and in a few min­ 
ute* he, assisted by two of the play­ 
ers, tried to walk oft the held. Chap­ 
man collapsed before he reached the 
clubhouse and was then taken to the 
hospital where it was found necessary 
to 
operate
